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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1 and 6 are objected to as being product by process claims. For the 
purpose of this office action the product was considered to be the primary invention. As 
"In order to be patentable a product must be novel, useful, and unobvious. This is true 
whether the product is claimed by describing it or by listing process steps used to obtain 
it." In re Brown, 173 USPQ 685,688 (CCPA 1972) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The measurement "15 points and above" is not 
defined well enough that a person of ordinary skill in the art 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kewpie K.K. (Japanese Utility Model Application No. 167994/84). 

Regarding claims 1-3 and 6-8, Kewpie K.K. discloses a multilayer packaging bag 
in which the seal state is confirmed using light and wherein the seal state confirming 
part is a transparent part (page 3, line 10 to page 7, line 15; international preliminary 
examination report). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
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the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 4, 5, 9 and 1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kewpie K.K. in view of Ajinomoto Co Inc (JP 2000-7047). 

Kewpie K.K.'s invention discloses all of the claimed limitations from above except 
for the odor barrier layer and the impact resistive layer. 

However Ajinomoto Co Inc teaches a bag/material having an odor ingredients 
barrier layer and/or an impact resistive layer (Page 4, Lines 9-13 and Page 4, Lines 38- 
45). 

1 0. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Kewpie K.K.'s invention to include the odor ingredients 
barrier layer and/or the impact resistive layer as taught in Ajinomoto Co Inc, since doing 
so would provide impact resistance and/or odor elimination to the bag/material. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Toyo Seikan Kaisha, Ltd. (JP 48-9908), Dainippon Printing Co., 
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Ltd. (JP 10-305513), Toyo Seikan Kaisha, Ltd. (JP 61-33956), Armitage (US 
5,260,766).
